His Wife and Children Were 
on Verge of Starving. — 


JUDGE CLARK. RELEASED HIM. 


HIS EMPLOYERS WILL GIVE HIM 
WORK AT ONCE. 


Parole Granted at the Request of the 
Post-Dispatch, Because of the 
Unusual Facts Surrounding 
the Case. 


Through the efforts of the Post-Dispatch 


Henry Dean was released from jail Friday 
in order that he might have an opportunity : 
to prevent his wife and family from starv- | 


ing. > 

When the necessity of this action was | 
called to the attention of Judge Willis | 
Clark of the Court of Criminal Correction 
he responded promptly and ordered the un- 
fortunate man released. 

Dean was not pardoned outright. He was 
paroled, but he will be a free man, at least 
until winter is over and if he complies with 
the easy conditions named by the kind- 
hearted judge he will not be further pun- 
ished. 

Dean before his arrest was employed at | 
the American Lead Works. He was steady, 
sober and industrious and provided well for 
his wife and children. 

One night during the street railway strike | 
Dean found himself in a crowd of excited | 
men at Twelfth and Olive streets. Some one 
threw a stone at a passing car. Dean was | 
arrested. He protested he was innocent, but | 
his trial in the court of criminal correction | 
resulted in a conviction. On Nov. 2 he was | 
sentenced to serve 30 days in the city jail. | 
His tearful wife and his four children, rang- | 
ing in age from 18 months to 5 years, saw | 
him led down the broad iron stairs and 
placed behind the steel bars. 

They were penniless and deprived of their 
only means of support. 

That she might be near her husband even 
while he was a prisoner, Mrs. Dean moved 
into a dingy room at 1230 Clark avenue.

Evidence of His Discharged 
Valet Enraged Him, 


WIFE’S NAME BANDIED ABOUT. 


ACTED AS LADY’S MAID TO mISS 
CLEMMONS, NOW MBS. GOULD. 


The Ex-Valet Testified t Facts that 
Sorely Tested the Nerve of Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Gould, Who 
Listened With Blaz- 
ing Eyes. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 9.—The closing evi- 
dence in the case of Frank Dutton Mow- 
bray, former valet to Howard Gould, 
against Mr. Gould to recover $20,000 dam- 
ages, developed testimony that stirred the 
crowd of spectators very deeply at times. 
Mr. Gould, however, went through it with

ary of a month. Mowbray testified that 
Mr. Gould discharged him on Aug, 17, 1897, 
after he had served him as valet since the 
accident, by which one of Mowbray’s eyes 
was yr te 
aintiff’s attorney, Wales F. Sever- 
ried by his questions to show that 
Mr. Could discharged Mowbray because 
Mrs. Gould, then Katherine Clemmons. did 
not lixe him, and he asked many questions 
which the court ruled out as improper. He 
asked if Mr. Gould did not order owbray 
to act as iady’s maid for Odette Tyler, and 
after the valet had shampooed Miss Clem- 
mons, if fault was not found because in- 
ury was done to the coloring of the hair. 
e also asked if Mowbray had not objected 
to the circumstances and surroundings of 
Mr. uld at certain times when he was 
called upon to render personal service to 
the defendant. Mr. Gould answered all 
the questions allowed by the court quiet- 
ly. rs. Gould was present. 


Questions Brought 
Blood to His Cheek. 

All the afternoon Mr. Gould listened with 
growing wrath to Mowbray's testimony. 
The face of the young millionaire was 
fiushed. He gripped the arms of the wit- 
ness chair in which he sat till his knuckles 
showed white. He bit his lips until a red 
Stain came. His voice was deep and stern.

But the unanswered 
questions were as painful as those an- 
swered. It was a testing of the love of the 
oung millionaire such.as comes to few 
usbands, but Gould never flinched. 

When Mowbray had finished he had told 
by direct testimony and by the innuendoes 
of his poteee lawyer an explicit story of 
Katherine Clemmons’ travels with Howard 
Gould before their marriage. Not only that, 
but the names of actresses and society 
women were bandied about by Mowbray 
and his counsel in an attempt to prove that 
the valet had been discharged, not for any 
neglect of duty, but because he had crossed 
he whims of Katherine Clemmons. 

To none of these things did Mr. Gould 
pay much attention. but his eyes blazed 
when Mowbray was testifying and Mow- 
bray’s lawyer was trying to put questions 
about Katherine Clemmons.

BRYAN EXPLAINS HIS DEFEAT 


LINCOLN, Neb., Nov. 10.—W. J. Bryan makes this explanation of his defeat: 

“The result was a surprise to me and the magnitude of Republican victory was 
& surprise to our opponents as well as to those who voted our ticket. 

“It is possible to analyze the returns until they are more complete, but 
speaking generally, we seem to have gained in the large cities and to have lost in’ 
the smaller cities and in the country. 

“The Republicans were able to secure tickets or passes for all their voters who 
were away from home, and this gave them considerable advantage. We have no 
Way of knowing at this time how much money was spent in the purchase of 
votes and in colonization. But, while these would account for some of the Re- 
publican gains, they could not account for the widespread increase in the Repub- 
lican vote. 

“The prosperity argument was probably the most potent one used by the Re- 
publicans. They compared present conditions with the panic times of ‘93 to ‘96, 
and this argument had weight with those who did not stop to consider the reasons 
for the condition. 

“The appeal, ‘Stand by the President while the war is on,’ had a great deal 
of influence amiong those who did not realize that it was against the doctrine of 
self-governmert in the Philippines, which must react upon us in this country. 

“We made an honest fight upon an honest platform, and, having done our 
duty as we saw it, we have nothing to say. 

“We were defeated, but not discouraged. The fight must go on. I am sure that 
Republican policies will be repudiated by the people when the tendency of these 
policies is fully understood. The contest between plutocracy and Democracy can- 
not end until one or the other is completely triumphant. 

“I have come out of the campaign with perfect health and a clear conscience. 
I did my utmost to bring success to the principles for which I stood. Mr. Steven- 
son did all that he could. Senator Jones and the members of the Democratic, Pop- 
list, Silver Republican and anti-impertalist committees did all that they could. 
Mr. Hearst anc his associates in the club organization put forth their best efforts.

Superintendent’s Report Shows the 
United States Has Most Post 
Offices and the Largest De- 
ficiency. 


WASHINGTON, Nev. 9.—Capt. N. M. 
Brooks, superintendent of foreign mails, 
says in his annual report that there were 
8,325,016 pounds of mail matter dispatched 
by sea to foreign countries during the last 
fiscal year. Of this 5,722,433 pounds were 
for transatlantic destinations, almost two 
and a half millicoq going to Great Britain. 
The translantic mails increased 429,847 
pounds over the previous year. 

The aggregate cost of the foreign mail 
service was $2,158,033. It is estimated that 
$4,318,804 was received by the postoffice de- 
partment as postage on articles exchanged 
with all foreign countries, Capt. Brooks 
says the rule under which the mails for 
transatlantic destinations were for many 


years assigned to the fastest vessels avail-

The department record of the speed of the 
steamers which carried mails for trans-at- 
lantic points last year shows that Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse in 153.7 hours, made the 
quickest trip between the New York and 
London postoffices, with the Lucani, 159.6 
hours next; while La Champagne, 197.6 and 
La Bretagne, 199.6 made the quickest trips 
between New,York and Paris. 

The parcels post matis dispatched from 
the United States during the year aggre- 
gated 138.198, an increase of 28.52 per cent 
over the previous year. The report makes 
a strong plea for international parcels post 
service. 

The report says that no tidings have ever 
been received of the steamer Liverno, of 
Sloman’'s Brazil line, which sailed Feb. 27 
last from New York for Rio de Janerio with 
mails for Brazil. 

The report embraces statistics furnished 
by the Universal Postal Union regarding 
the postal service of the 42 principal coun- 
tries of the world in 1898. It shows that the 
United States has the largest number of 
postoffices, as well as employes and Congo 
the least. 

In the proportion of postoffices to Brea 
and population Switzerland léads with one 
to every four miles, the United States being 
16th in rank. In proportion to population, 
South Australia leads with one to every 462 
people, the United States ranking seventh, 
with one to every 86, and Congo last, one 
to every 2,000,000. 

The United States ranks first and Congo 
last In the number of ar<icles of mail mat- 
ter of all kinds receive by and sent to 
each inhabitant. The United States with 
service on 174,670 miles of railroad and 3v2,- 
442 miles of all other roads, ranks first in 
the length of mail routes, Siam being last. 
The United States also ranks first in the 
aggregate number of miles annually trav- 
eled by mails. 

Germany leads, with the United States 
fourth, in the number of articles received 
and dispatched in the International mails, 
Hungary in parcels receiyed and Germany 
in parcels dispatched. . 

As to postal income Germany ranks first, 
United States second and Great Britain

It should be well 
understood that a certain amount of pro- 
duction is necessary to maintain existence.

increase in the population of the world, 


and the advancement of civilization. As 
people become more civilized and enlight- 
ened their wants are increased; to meet the 
increase there must be a corresponding im- 
provemens in the methods of production.

The farmers’ union first gained a footing 
in Illinois last May, but it is in a flourish- 
ing condition despite its tender age and is 
said to be daily extending its dominion. 
It was brought to this state from New 
York where it prospered for five years. It 
has been recognized there wy / the untfontsts 
of all the big cities and it is now making 
an effort to secure the sanction of the 
Trades Council of Chicago. It is probable 
that it will get all it asks. 

In the event recognition is extended it will 
be operated under the same rules that gov- 
ern other labor organizations. its members 
will be required to patronize the patrons 
of union labor exclusively, and they, in turn, 
will be obliged to maintain prices, x work- 
ing hours and establish benefit funds. 

t is claimed that only expert farmers 
will be admitted to the union, that rule 
being made to insure patrons that the pro- 
ducts of a unionist’s farm, other wonditions 
being equal, will probably excel those raised 
onan ‘unfair’’ farm. The scheme con 
templates that the members of the union 
shall deliver their products directly to their 
patrons, so that the latter may be assured 
of getting only union produce. It is pre- 
posed to organize a union huckster system 
and arrange for wagons carrying union 
products to ply through every street. These 
wagons will ve cards attached to their 
sides, showing that their owners are meil- 
bers of the union in good standing. . 

The Trades Council has the proposition 
of the union under consideration and will 
probably render a decision at an early date. 
As recognition has never yet been refused 
a union organized on a substantial basis, 
it is presumed the farmers’ union will be- 
come a part of the general trades union 
plan and will strengthen the circuit of or- 
ganized productive occupations. 

The trades union movement was first em- 
braced by farmers in New York in 1893. 
The union, once formed, had some stormy 
experiences, but finally weathered its, way 
through the early stages of organization. It 
was recognized and fostered by the Trades 
Council shortly after it emerged peacefull 
from the period of demoralization that fol- 
lowed closely upon its birth and since then 
it has been a considerable factor in the 

pogroms of the union labor idea in New 

ork.
